Valuable books, paintings, carved wood- 
work, furniture, rug®, tapestries, bric-&-brae, 
and clothing ‘to the value of about $80,000 
were destroyed by flames, smoke. or water in 
a fire that attacked the residence of Harold 
Fowler MceCormitk, 1000 Lake Shore érive, 
late yesterday afternoon. | 

The fire fe seid to have been die to the 
careless handling of bensine or some other 
cleaning mixture by cleaners at work on the 
walk tapestries. Men of the August Schwars 
Cleaning company, 100 Illinojs street, hed 
been at work on the building for some days 
and the house wes flied with the inflam- 
mable vapors. When one of the men ignited 
the material with which he was working it 
caused a general explosion that wrapped the 
whol¢ upper interior of the builJing in flames. 

Mr. and Mrs; 7 and their two 
there were in the house at the time of the 
fire only four house sérvants and the two 
cleaners. One of the latter, William Schadt- 
mann, 2067 Melrose ‘street, was stunned by 
the explosion and so badly burned that he 
would net have escaped had not his fellow 
workman dragged him to safety.

Fifteen athletes representing various col- 
leges and athietic clubs, the Jargest entry | 
list ever received for the ehampionships, 
strained every muscle in their attempts to 
win,the greatest honor In American amateur 
athietics. 


Competition Ig Keen. 

In every contest the competition was so 
een that the large crowd was kept on its 
feet. continually, cheering the athletes who 
were endeavoring to win- honor and ¢ 
for themselves and the organizations whi 
they represented. Not in the history of ath- 
letics has so trim and fit a lot of athietes es- 
sayed to compete in any branch of sport. 

A crowd of 4,000 persons witnessed the 
contests from the west bleachers. The sym-

As for temperament; it meanseverything to 
nursing. The woman who ts sluggish by tem- 
perament never can rise to emergencies, 
therefore she should not nuree. 

She of the intensely nervous ng seaehe agen 
should also bar herself out, for though she 
will perform: prodigies of work ang can per- 
hape train herwself\out of her nervous fears 
for her patient she does so at the expense of 
her vitality. 

Ask a doctor whet type of nurse smashes 
first from the strain and he will tell you one 
of highly strung organism. 

Neither must a nurse be too phiegmatic. 
This need not necessarily be prohibitive, but 
a nurse who has no imagination rarely is 
sympathetic or even ordinarily considerate 
with her patients. 

A girl given to extremes rarely makes a 
good nurse. She is boisterously up in the air 
or depressingly in the depths; she has.fads 
and forces them, and it is not easy for her to 
keep her opinions to herself. 

Most of all must the girl naturally lesy 
think twice before she takes to nursing. 
There can be no slighting in this profession, 
no saving of oneself at the cost of the pa- 
tient’s room, appearance, or health. 

Nursing means work and hard work. 

The girl who hae a strong desire to nurse, a 
natural ilove of helping sick people, good 
health, a good disposition, tact, energy, and 
ordinary mental endowment need not fear to 
take up nursing as a profession, as she pos- 
sesses the qualities that make for success.

Another chureh of Asiatic origin, but stil! 
Christian, is the Armenian; which has sev- 
enty-three organizations in the United Btates, 
most of them in the eastern estates, twenty- 
nine in Massachusetts alone, 

The éastern orthodox churches, or Greek 
church, has 129,606- communicants. This is 
the. state church of Russia and Greece. 
There also are Servian and Syrian branches. 
The Greeks have 334 organizations through- 
out the country, with New York, Illinois; and 
Massachasetts leading. The Greek member- 
ship is 90,751) . Twenty-two of the fifty-nine 
Russian churches are in Pennsylvania. 

The .report also will tell of: the various 
Christian sects which are considered more 
purely American, and will show the branches 
theredf. 

It will show that while there ave only fifty- 
seven main bodies, there are 215 church 
organizations, many of them ga 
faith only a shade different from othera. For 
instance, there’are seventeen Baptist bodies, 
twenty-four Lutheran; fifteen Methodist; and 
twelve Presbyterian. The same is true of lees 
known organizations. There are Sifteen Men- 
nonite, seven Adventists, four Dunker, or 
Dunkard, and four Quaker, or Friend, bodies. 

-There appears no division in. elther the 
Roman Catholic or Protestant Episcopal! 
church, although it is:shown that.efforts to 
modify their eréeds-have- resulted in the es- 
tablishment of indepentent “bodies. -They are 
designated as the Reformed Catholic and the 
Reformed Episcopal churches respectively. 
The Reformed Catholics number only. 1, 250 
communicants, while of the eens aa 
copalians there are about 9,682. 


Names Give Clew to Origin. 

The cause of origin of some of the branches 
is indicated by the name. For instance, 
there ‘are Genetal Baptists, Separate Bap- 
tists,’ United Baptists, bree Baptists, Mree- 
will Baptists, United American Freewill Bap- 
tists, Primitive Baptists, General Six-Prinel- 
ple Baptists, Seven Day Baptists, Duck River 
Baptists, and Two-Seed-in-the-Spirit Pre- 
destination Baptists.

Three of he newest chuscties mentioned 
are composed largely of ‘colored eommuni- 
cants. One of these, the Church of God and 
Saints of Christ, accepts, the ten command- 
ments a6 & positive guide to salvation, and 
uses only scriptural names for its members. 
The “Church of the tAving God” began 
busthess. in 1890,. end already. has three 
branches. The Free Christian Zion Church 
of Christ, founded tn 19u5, protests againet 
all attempts, to tax mem bers for the support 
of churches. 

There were in 1906 about 700 organizations 
in the niain’ Branch of the Salvation army, 
with a membership of about 23,000. There 
were 45 organisations of Spiritualists with 
over 36,000: members.
